Alabama Children, 8 to 15, Must Ge 
te School 80 Days a Year. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 16.—Gov.

TO HEAD OF FIRM 


Petition Declares He Voted 
All of Stock to Obtain 
Presidency—aAlleges He 
Acquired Other Property 
at Price Below Actual 
Value. 


A social and business breach in the 
family of the late Alanson D. Brown, 
multimillionaire shoe manufacturer, was 
disclosed today when Mrs. Jane B. 
Collins of 616 Kingsbury - boulevard, 
Brown’s daughter, filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court asking that her brother, 
Alanson .C. Brown, president of the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., be removed 
as trustee of their father's estate. 

Mrs. Collins alleges that her brother 
and the St. Louis Union Trust Co., the 
co-trustee, have disagreed about the ad- 
ministration. of the estate and as a re- 
sult the control of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co. stock may be lost to the es- 
tate. 

The will ef A. D. Brown named his 
son, the St. Louis Union Trust Co. ana 
his wife, Ella S. Brown, as trustees of 
the Brown Shoe Co. Mrs. Brown h 
since died, and, according to the petition 
of Mrs. Collins, her brother and the St. 
Louis Trust Co. have disagreed in re- 
spect to the management of the shoe 
company. 

It is alleged in the petition that the 
| beneficiaries, of which Mrs. Collins fs 
one, Rave repeatedly..urged upon her 
brother the necessity of agreeing with 
the co-rtrustee, upon some proper person 
to fill thé place left vacant by the death 
of Mrs. Brown. 

It is claimed that Brown has failed 
and even refused to do this, but on 
the contrary has tried to obtain the 
consent of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. to the appointment of his own 
counsel to this position, so as to se- 
cure unto himself the practical con- 
trol of the voting of the stock. of the 
corporation and to secure unto him- 
self the presidency of the company. 

“Assumed to Vote Shares.” 

It is alleged that, at the election 
last January, Brown “assumed” to 
vote shares belonging to the Brown 
estate, without the consent of his co- 
trustee, the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
and that he voted these shares for 
himself 4s a director, and for other 
directors who. were directly depend- 
ent on vim for employment, and in 
this manner caused himself to be 
elected president, at a large salary. 

‘The charge is also made that Brown 
placed himself ih a position of antag- 
onism:. toward the estate, and in direct 
and positive conflict with the estate’s 
interest. The relations between Brown 
and some of the beneficiaries of the es- 
tate, including the plaintiff. it is stated, 
have become’ “unfriendly, and in the 
highest degree strained, so as to pre- 
vont friendly communion between them.“ 
“As a matter of fact,“ the petition con- 
tinues, “the relations between the de- 
fendant and the plaintiff, and one of 
the other beneficiaries,’ have been 80 
impaired that no business or social in- 
tercourse was had between them.” 

Brows the petition charges, has never 
Furnished the plaigtiff or any of the 
beneficiaries of the estate with infor- 
mation concerning the estate’s affairs, 
and has not consulted them with regard 
to the management. It is charged that 
papers prepared by the trust company, 
and intrusted to him for delivery to the 
plaintiff and her sisters, giving infor- 
mation as to the estate's affairs, have 
not been delivered to them. 

It is also charged that he has resent- 
ed the action of the trust company in 
endeavoring to get informatidn as to 
the manner in which he has handled 
the affairs of the corporation, and that 
he has resented the 1 company’s 
suggestions.

OFF PASTOR WILLIAMSON 


Minister, Back From Training Farm of Former 
Wrestler, Says Course He Was Put 
Through Was No Picnic. 


Dr. William J. Williamson, pastor of 
the Third Baptist Church, is slowly re- 
covering at his home, 716 Belt avenue, 
from a cure.“ Though he is in fine 
physical condition, he isn’t feeling very | 
well, thank you. He is suffering from 
the reaction following a six weeks’ stay 
at William Muldoon's training farm at 
Purchase, N. Y., where the one-time 
champion heavyweight wrestler of the 
world reduces the waist line and im- 
proves the wind of wealthy and promi-- 
nent men. 

Dr. Williamson took the full course 
of training and he is ready to testify 
that it was no Sunday school picnic. 
When he went to the farm he weighed 
217 pounds of fat, and he now weighs 198 
pounds of muscle. 

Before he returned 1 Muldoon 
warned him that the reaction would 
come, and he is not worrying about it, 
as he believes that its effect will soon 
wear off and he will be in fine shape 
for the fall and winter. 

Fifteen other men were taking the 
training while Dr. Williamson was 
there. One was a Lieutenant of the 
United States coast artillery, one was a 
son of the late E. H. Harriman and an- 
other was patent attorney for the Beth- 
lehem Steel Co. 

No Respecter of Persons. 

Dr. Williamson today told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he soon discovered 
Muldoon was no respecter of persons 
As nearly as he can recall, the greet- 
ing he received from Muldoon on ‘his 
arrival was like this: 

“Why, you big hunk of flesh! You 
call yourself a smart man and you 
don’t know enough to keep yourself in 
condition. You’re all below the chin. 
There's nobody home upstairs.”’ 

This was a rather hard jolt for a man 
who prides himself on his intellectu- 
ality, but Dr. Williamson soon found 
that Muldoon played no favorites. 

Muldoon makes it clear that he is ab- 
solute boss and the men who are pay- 
ing him $60 a week for their board and 
training are not supposed to speak to 
him unless he first speaks to them. 

Dr. Williamson describes Muldoon as 
a “classic cusser.” He says he heard 


more profane language in his six weeks. 


at the farm than he ever expects to 
hear again. It would take more dashes 
than the allies made at the Darda- 
nelles to indicate Muldoon’s caustic re- 
marks to his clients while they are go- 
ing through the training exercises, he 
says.

OF ATROCITIES! WORTH MILLIONS 


Protest 8 Their Use by 
Allies; Say They Have Intro- 
duced Methods of Savages.

Greater Part of Cargoes of Four 
Steamships Forfeited to 
Crown. 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—The British Prise 
Court has condemned the greater part 
ot the Ameriean products forming the 
cargoes of four steamships. The prod- 
ucts, valued at several million dollars, 
are declared forfeited to the crown. 

The judgment was delivered by sit 
Samuel T. Evans, president of the court. 
It involves the cargoes of the Norwe- 
gian steamships Kim, Alfred Nobel, 
Biornatierne Biornson and Fridland. Al! 
the goods on these vessels, consisting 
principally of American meat products, 
are confiscated, with the exception of a 
gmail amount which the court releasea 
to claimants. 

The case has been pending for sev- 
eral months, The steamships were 
seised last November, and although et- 
forts were made by the American own- 
ere to obtain an early trial, the British

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—That the diffi- 
culties between the United States and 
Germany will be settled within a fort- 
night was the opinion voiced by Count 
von Bernstorff, the German Ambassa- 
dor, at hie hotel here yesterday, shortly 
after his return from Washington, When 
approached by a reporter, Count von 
Bernstorff said: 

“Ordinarily, I give only prepared in- 
terviews over my signature. Today I! 
shall make an exception. You may say 
for me that I am sure that, within 3 
fortnight, all supposed difficulties be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
will have been settled, and permanently 
settied, and the nations will be more 
friendly that they ever have been.“ 
Count von Bernstorff added that he 
felt gratified over the outcome of his 
conference with Secretary. Lansing. 
Later the Ambassador said: 

‘In my opinion, everything as regards 

the situation between the United States 
and Germany will be settled within a 
fortnight. I do not expect to have any- 
thing more to say with reference to this 
matter in the next two weeks.“ 
Count von Bernstorff discussed the 
sinking of the British steamer Hesperian, 
insisting in an informal way that his 
first claim as to what caused the ship 
to go down had now been verified, de 
spite what he called “the suspicion of 
the American people about that Ship.“ 

The Ambassador emphasized the fact 
that, under present conditions, ex- 
changes of communication with his Gov- 
ernment were necessarily tedious pro- 
ceedings and he added that it was due 
to this fact that he fixed the time for a 
settlement at two weeks.

I stat- 
ed that no U-boat was on duty in the 
area, on Sept. 4, where the Hesperian 
was sunk, A few days, yet, and I shall 
hear from one U-boat nearest the point 
where the Hesperian was sunx—but 
which was so far away she hardly can 
come imo consideration-the report of 
which will certainty confirm that no 
German submarine caused the sinking.” 
The Admiral declared that circum- 
stances and English testimony all point- 
ed toward a floating mine rather than 
a torpedo. 
“I would like to call your attention

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Statements by 
a ship's physician who attended Mrs 
Frank Leslie on her last voyage to 
Europe a few months before her death, 
on Sept. 18, 1914, are expected to be im- 
portant evidence in the suit to break 
the will in which Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, suffrage leader, was bequeathed 

approximately $1,700,000. 
whe disposition of Dr. John Russell 
Kelley was taken in the suit of Mra. 
Annie P. Frye against William Nelson 
Cromwell and Louis H. Cramer, execu- 
tors of Mrs. Lesiie’s estate, asking for 
$25,000 for services rendered during the 
last two years of Mrs. Leslie's life. Dr. 
Kelley’s deposition indicates that during 
the voyage from New York to Boulogne 
Mrs. Leslie was undergoing rapid men- 
tal deterioration. 
Mrs. Frye is at her home, near Red 
Bank, N. J., at the point of death, hav- 
jing suffered a paralytic shock the day 
after Mrs. Leslie died in her apartment 
at the Sherman Square Hotel. Up to 
the time of bringing the suit Mrs. Frye 
endeavored to arrange a settlement of 
her claim. According to counsel for 
both sides, this has not been made, be- 
cause of Mrs. Catt's opposition. 
Immediately after signing her last 
will, Mrs. Leslie, through the advice 
of her. physician, engaged passage on 
the Rotterdam, sailing May 2, 1914, in- 
tending to pass several months abroad. 
Contrary to her custom of engaging 
luxurious cabins on the upper deck, she 
took a small room on C deck. This 
cabin was just above the waterline, and 
so close to it that the portholes could 
not be. opened for air except in very 
calm weather, and then only employes 
of the ship were allowed to open them. 
For $60 more she could have had a cabin 
on the deck above, with ample ventila- 
tion. 
The Rotterdam had barely passed 
quarantine when a stewardess called Dr. 
Kelley to Mrs. Leslie’s room. In his 
deposttion, the ship’s doctor says: 
“Mrs. Leslie was very ill when sho 
came on board. During the entire voy- 
age Mrs. Frey was her only attendant 
except when I was present. I was 
valled to attend Mrs. Leslie from ten 
te twenty times in the course of 24 
hours. 
Mrs. Leslie was paralyzed on the left 
.de and she was mentally deteriorated. 
She walked with difficulty with the aid 
of a cane and dragged her left leg. Her 
manner was very changeable. At times 
she was very abusive and foul mouthed. 
Ehe was also profane. I never saw any 
tune when there was any reason for 
Mro Leslie to be abusive to Mrs. Frey 
or myself. 
“Mrs. Leslie showed evidences of loco- 
motor ataxia. This was shown by the 
jerk of the leg from the knee and the 
step ot the heel and toe to the ground. 
This was aside from the dragging mo- 
tion of the leg due to the paralysis.”’

A driver should watch all the machines 
approaching him or in the road ahead 
of him and be ready to act quickly in 
case somebody else makes a mistake,“ 
said the Chief. Drivers also should 
keep a sharp lookout for pedestrians 
and bicyclists. and be ready to stop 
| quickly to avoid injuring them. 

“Owners of machines should not per- 
mit their minor children to run them. 
This is a source of many accidents. 
Care also should be exercised in hiring 
chauffeurs and only trustworthy and 
sober men should be employed. 

Pedestrians have it in their power to 
lessen the number of accidents. They 
should never cross a street in the 
middie of a block and they should not 
make diagonal crossings at corners. 

Before a pedestrian starts across a 
street he should look in both directions 
to see whether an automobile is ap- 
proaching, and in crossing behind one 
machine he should be certain that oné 
is not coming in the other direction. 

Great Volume of Traffic. 

1 belleve the warm weather is fe- 
aponsible for many of the recent acci- 
dents. Everyone who has a machine is 
on the streets and naturally this in- 
creases the possibility of collisions and 
injury to pedestrians. Caution on the 
part of drivers and pedestrians is more 
necéssary now than ever, because of the 
great increase in the volume of traffic.
